Two or three 
weeks ago a‘set of books “A History 
of the World War’ was put in by all 
the Libraries practically in the coun- 
try. asa memorial tv the over-seas 
men. This was done. - locally. The 
better binding cost $98. The li ary 
board bought the cheapest bin ‘ing 
possible, making the books cost $69. 
There are other sets of .books that 
are really. necessary and even’ re- 
quired by the public library. It is 


“easily. seen that one set of books 
practically takes half of the library}. 


money. Then .on top of this the 
‘magazines that are expected to be in 
all. public libraries cost around. $45 
td,$50, leaving this ygar possibly $40 
cr’ $50 for new books.”
